It  seems  only  yesterday  that  Elder  Neal  Maxwell, 
a  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy,  said 
to  the  Student  Body,  "It  is  the  dawning  of  a 
new  age  for  the  Church  in  New  Zealand  and  part 
of  that  momentum  and  forward  motion  will 
come  from  the  training  that  hundreds  like  you 
have  received  and  are  receiving  and  will  receive 
at  the  Church  College  of  New  Zealand  ...  I 
would  like  to  say  to  you  in  all  the  seriousness  of 
my  soul  that  as  marvellous  as  the  memories  of 
past  achievements  of  the  Church  in  New  Zealand 
are,  they  are  going  to  be  dwarfed  by  the  achieve- 
ments of  your  age  group  in  the  Church  in  the 
years  ahead."  Since  that  time  everything  we 
have  endeavoured  to  do  with  you  has  been 
directed  towards  meeting  that  great  challenge. 

Many  of  the  things  we  say  to  you  we  repeat  over 
and  over  again  but  if  you  reflect  upon  why  that 
is  so,  you  will  see  that  the  dangers  that  lie  on 
either  side  of  the  straight  and  narrow  path  re- 
main the  same  from  generation  to  generation. 
The  advice  we  give  to  you  is  coming  as  a  result 
of  our  being  further  along  the  pathway  of  life 
and  thus  being  more  familiar  with  the  dangers 
that  lie  in  wait  for  you. 

As  members  of  the  Administration  and  Faculty 
we  are  not  able  to  offer  you  a  different  or  more 
glamorous  route  that  will  take  you  through  life 
and  eventually  back  to  the  presence  of  our 
Heavenly  Father.  The  route  remains  the  same 
for  you  as  it  was  for  your  parents.  As  a  result 
the  encouragement  and  the  warnings  we  give 
you  must  often  be  repeated,  but  because  this  is 
so,  it  does  not  make  such  counsel  any  less  im- 
portant or  true.  It  is  repeated  because  some 
individuals  are  not  ready  to  receive  it  the  first 
time  it  is  given.  Have  you  ever  had  the  experi- 
ence of  reading  in  the  scriptures  a  passage  you 
have  seen  many  times  before  and  which  has  held 
no  particular  importance  to  you?  Sometime 
later  on,  when  reading  it,  it  seems  to  say  some- 
thing that  you  were  never  aware  of  before.  It 
comes  alive.  That  particular  truth  has  always 
been  there  but  now  you  are  ready  to  receive  it. 

Fortunately  at  Church  College  the  Lord  has 
given  you  teachers  and  staff  who  continue  to 
make  available  to  you  many  precious  truths  that 
you  are  yet  to  discover,  to  understand,  to 
accept,  and  to  apply  in  your  lives.  He  has  also 
made  this  possible  through  his  Church,  through 
prayer  and  through  wise  parents.  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  has  said  "We  need  repetition 
in  order  to  match  our  readiness  to  receive." 
Therefore  if  we  seem  to  become  repetitious  with 
our  counsel  be  patient,  because  something  that 
may  bore  you  today  may  edify  you  tomorrow. 
Something  that  may  confuse  you  today  may 
touch  your  heart  next  year.  Something  that  you 
may  reject  today  may  be  advice  you  give  to  a 
friend  next  week.  Something  that  may  sound 
old-fashioned  today  you  may  recognise  as  an 
eternal  truth  next  month.

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SATURDAY'S  WARRIOR 


What  a  splendid  show  "Saturday's  Warrior"  proved  to  be.  Worth  all  the 
hours  of  seemingly  endless  rehearsals;  worth  all  the  hundreds  of  miles  many 
people  travelled  to  witness  the  youth  of  the  College  take  part  in  one  of  the 
most   ambitious   musicals   ever  staged  in  the  David  O.   McKay  Auditorium. 

While  not  literal  doctrine  of  the  Church,  the  story  of  Saturday's  Warrior 
related  so  well  to  our  belief  in  the  Pre-Existence  —  our  belief  in  a  probationary 
period  on  earth  —  our  belief  in  the  hope  of  a  reunion  with  loved  ones  in  the 
hereafter,  that  the  resulting  empathy  between  audience  and  performers  was 
immediate.

Most  of  the  per- 
formers had  little  or  no  experience  in  singing,  dancing  or  acting,  yet  for  almost 
two  and  a  half  hours  the  audience  was  treated  non-stop  to  beautiful  emotive 
singing,  exciting  choreography,  stirring  choral  work,  and  straight  out  comedy. 
Under  the  baton  of  Sister  Shirley  Ferguson  the  school  orchestra  provided  an 
excellent  and  enthusiastic  back-up  to  the  production.  Simple  but  effective 
staging  and  costuming,  dramatic  lighting  and  sound  effects  all  contributed 
towards  a  musical  that  left  the  audience  thrilled  and  inspired. 

Dr.  Wihongi  assures  us  that  more  such  productions  are  planned  for  the 
future.  Stage  experience  and  all  its  facets  is  an  invaluable  asset  in  the  social 
growth  of  our  youth  and  will  be  encouraged  wherever  possible.  Students 
discovered  talents  they  never  know  they  had  and  blossomed  under  the  guidance 
and  hard  work  of  Musical  Director  Sister  Shirley  Ferguson,  Choir  Master 
Brother  Ron  Prows  and  Drama  Coach  Sister  Marlene  MacDonald  and  many 
'behind  the  scene'  helpers.  In  charge  of  Sound  was  Brother  Barry  Mitchell; 
Lighting,  Brother  Tovey;  Costumes,  Sister  Paerata;  and  Scenery,  Sister  Lamia 
Hooper.  The  Producer  of  the  show  was  Sister  Elaine  Bush.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  pianists  who  made  such  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
production. 

To  single  out  any  one  performance  would  be  impossible;  all  gave  of  their 
very  best;  both  cast  and  audience  being  caught  up  in  the  magic  of  "Saturday's 
Warrior."

It  should  be  understood  that  the  play's  representation  of  pre-mortal  life  reflects  the  feelings  of  the  author, 
combined  with  artistic  license,  and  should  not  be  interpreted  as  literal  doctrine  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.

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On  Satuday,  30th  of  June,  at  7.30  p.m.,  112  C.C.N.Z.  students,  representing  the  four  school  houses 
put  on  the  most  fantastic  show  of  all  time,  commonly  known  as  Dance  Fest.

Four  C.C.N. Z.  departments  were  invited  to  send  a  representative  to  the  Church  College  of 
Western  Samoa  to  help  C.C.W.S.  with  their  Curriculum  Development.  Language  —  Kelly 
Harris,  Head  of  Department;  Mathematics  —  John  Bailey,  Head  of  Department;  Science 
—  Lloyd  Keung,  Head  of  Department;  and  Social  Studies  —  Bruce  Judd  representing  the 
Head  of  Department  were  eventually  ready  to  go.  Afer  being  through  the  rather  different 
experience  of  flying  on  an  airline  that  practises  the  "bumped"  technique,  all  four  C.C.N. Z. 
teachers  eventually  started  work  at  C.C.W.S.  and  during  the  two  weeks  1  August  -  1  Sep- 
tember carried  out  the  assignment. 

Three  of  us  had  been  to  B.Y.U.  Hawaii  and  already  knew  many  of  the  people  in  Paesanga. 
The  C.E.S.  Director  of  Western  Samoa,  Bro.  Larry  Oler,  was  well  known  to  us  all.  The 
working  atmosphere  was  friendly  and  relaxed,  the  hospitality  was  superb  and  it  was  a 
rewarding  experience  for  all  concerned. 

C.C.W.S.  was  still  having  classes,  so  our  working  time  was  3  -  7  most  days,  3  -  5  Mondays 
and  8  -  5  Saturdays.  We  had  two  days  touring  both  Savai  and  Upolu  and  had  the  opportun- 
ity to  meet  and  talk  with  many  people. 

Three  things  stand  out  in  our  minds.  The  "bumped"  technique  which  provided  us  with  a 
very  unusual  experience,  the  C.C.W.S.  atmosphere  and  the  Church  in  Samoa.  The  airline 
practices  a  system  of  booking  which  goes  like  this.  1.  Sell  20  seats  more  than  you  have 
space  for  take  the  first  plane  load  of  people  who  turn  up  and  "bump"  the  rest.  All  four 
of  us  were  bumped  but  two  eventually  got  seats  and  flew  away.  The  other  two  came  the 
next  day  via  Pago  Pago. 

When  they  arrived  in  Apia  an  Air  Nauru  flight  was  preparing  to  take  off  for  Nauru.  It 
took  off  5  minutes  early  leaving  one  of  its  two  passengers  in  the  Apia  customs  office.  This 
man  was  a  Taiwanese  fishing  boat  captain  on  his  way  from  Pago  Pago  to  Taipei  to  a  new 
assignment.  He  spoke  only  Mandarin  Chinese,  but  looked  lonely  and  confused  so  he  was 
collected  under  the  wings  of  the  late  comers  and  shared  our  accommodation  until  the  next 
Air  Nauru  flight  seven  days  later.  Mr  Lee  arrived  late  on  Saturday  night.  On  Sunday  at 
7.30  he  was  sitting  in  the  Priesthood  meeting  of  the  Paesanga  5th  Ward  and  later  Sunday 
School  and  Sacrament  meetings.  Throughout  the  next  week  we  prayed,  sang,  ate,  toured, 
dined,  and  lived  together.  Sign  language  and  the  Spirit  communicated  but  for  all  that  I  am 
sure  he  was,  at  least  in  the  beginning,  a  very  confused  fisherman.  We  missed  him  when  he 
went  on  the  next  flight  which  was  two  hours  late. 

C.C.W.S.  is  a  Church  School  but  much  of  the  teaching  is  done  in  Samoan  and  some  of 
the  teachers  are  non-members.  They  teach  the  same  subjects  as  we  do  but  in  some  areas 
with  a  special  emphasis  on  the  Pacific.  Classrooms  are  well  ventilated  for  coolness,  uni- 
forms for  all  boys  and  girls,  jandals  everywhere.  We  enjoyed  the  experience  of  a  new 
atmosphere  and  way  of  life,  and  they  enjoyed  a  different  approach  to  our  mutual  res- 
ponsibilities More  such  visits  in  both  directions  are  very  much  needed. 

The  Church  in  Samoa  is  the  Church  the  world  over.  The  same  meeting  schedule,  testi- 
mony, teaching  and  Spirit.  The  two  eldest  Oler  girls  had  been  called  to  serve  a  proselyting 
mission  in  Samoa  and  spoke  in  the  first  Sacrament  Meeting  we  attended.  They  were  set 
apart  the  next  week  and  then  went  into  the  Samoan  Mission  Training  School  for  two 
weeks  preparatory  instruction. 

All  of  these  experiences  were  very  spiritually  and  academically  rewarding.  We  could 
live  in  Samoa.
